Mr Wells was pointed out to
theus »s a copperhead, when pome fifteen or twenty of
thrra made a rush for him. Several of tbem *eized iiun.
Pistols were drawn on both sides. Mr Wells was bhot
dead by one of tht>' aoMiers. Many of Mr. Wolls' frlonds
went to bis rescue, aud In tbe light that ootued four «oi-
diers were killed, aud twelve or fifteen persons, Includmg
citizens and soldiers, were wounded. A portion nf the
soldiers, Instigated by some bad men, had perpetrated
many outrages during several days preceding the fatal
affray in Charleston. One citizen was badly beatoo lliat
morning by a soldier, without anjr provocation, and bad
boon rewarded by a present of a pair of te-ita from one
of the active fomenters of strite. Oa Saturday, previous
to the affray, two citizens from the country were attackod
by soldiers In Charleston, aad with groat difficulty made
their escape from a murderous asstult. A few evenings
beiore an old gentleman, a laborer, after having retired
to bed, was assaulted by a couple of these soldiers, with
plstola, and oompe.ied to go with them, under the pre
text that be was required to take some Horl of oath (^n
tbe way they assaulted him and brat blm very severely
Many persons were forced by them to fake some sort of
oath. The conduct of a few of these soldiers, under the
influence of liquor and urged on by a few of tbe citizens,
had produced a perfect reign of terror In Charleston and
vicinity. Monday, tbe day of the affray, being the first
day of tbe Circuit Court, brought a great many people to
(own. When attacked, tliay fought. H would be proper
to add that a majority of the soldiers were sober, and
conducted themselves with propriety; and that most of
tbe citizens, of atl parties, disapproved of tbe outrages
referred to.
